REPORT 

OF   SELECTMEN,  ASSESSORS,  AND   OVERSEERS  OF 
THE  POOR. 


In  making  our  annual  report  we  believe  the  accounts  pre- 
sented will  be  fully  understood  without  further  explanation 
from  us,  and  prefer  that  each  citizen  make  his  own  recom- 
mendations when  the  facts  and  figures  are  before  him.  There 
are  a  few  things,  however,  to  which  we  will  call  attention. 

The  suit  of  Loring  Lovejoy  against  the  town  for  injuries 
received  near  the  foot  of  Gowell's  hill,  was  tried  at  the  May 
term  of  court  and  resulted  in  a  disagreement  of  the  jury.  At 
the  September  term  a  compromise  was  effected,  we  paying  him 
$500.  This  we  regard  a  favorable  settlement  on  the  evidence 
as  presented  at  the  trial. 

Inquiry  has  sometimes  been  made  as  to  what  becomes  of 
interest  on  taxes  paid  to  the  collector.  The  treasurer's  account 
shows  the  receipt  of  $239.44  collected  and  paid  over  on  the 
1896  taxes.  A  similar  item  for  $214.03  on  1895  list  appeared 
in  last  year's  report.  And  we  may  add  that  every  tax  on  the 
collector's  book  is  carefully  examined  to  see  when  it  was  paid 
and  whether  the  proper  amount  of  interest  was  collected,  and 
we  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  tax-payers  so  cheerfully  com- 
ply with  this  reasonable  requirement  of  interest  on  over  due 
taxes. 

We  believe  we  have  finished  the  abatements  on  the  old  tax 
lists  that  have  hung  over  us  so  long  and  been  the  source  of  so 
great  annual  loss  of  assets.  Only  $134.79  is  outstanding  on 
the  1890,  1891  and  1893  lists,  all  collectable  and  all  in  process 
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of  collection  by  suit  brought  by  Frank  Wilson,  Esq.,  against 
the  delinquents.  Many  real  estate  taxes  became  uncollectable 
in  those  years,  as  real  estate  was  changing  hands  very  rapidly, 
and  many  of  the  attempting  purchasers  were  irresponsible  per- 
sons, and  as  it  was  not  customary  for  collectors  then  to  pre- 
serve their  lien  on  the  land  by  taking  proceedings  to  sell. 

The  cost  of  breaking  roads  in  1896-7  we  believe  is  high 
for  the  amount  of  snow  that  winter.  The  returns  in  some  of 
the  districts  were  so  unreasonably  high  that  we  cut  them  down 
to  the  amounts  hereinafter  printed. 

The  rate  of  interest  on  notes  outstanding  against  the  town 
has  been  reduced  to  4  per  cent,  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF 


The  Superintendent  of  Schools 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  FEBRUARY  22,  1898. 


With  the  completion  of  another  school  year,  it  becomes  my 
duty  to  present  to  the  citizens  a  report  of  the  progress  of  the 
schools,  their  present  condition  and  their  needs  for  the  future. 

Quite  a  number  of  changes  have  occurred  in  the  corps  of 
teachers,  and  it  is  hoped  that  results  will  commend  the  action 
taken.  As  a  whole  our  teachers  are  uniformly  earnest  and 
successful  workers,  and  to  their  efforts  is  largely  due  the  good 
standing  attained  during  the  year. 

But  one  change  in  text  books  has  been  made,  on  account 
of  the  very,  small  appropriation  for  books,  and  that  was  in  the 
geographies,  and  the  change  seems  to  be  highly  satisfactory 
to  all. 

During  the  summer  vertical  penmanship  was  adopted  and 
has  been  used  in  all  grades  of  the  schools.  We  have  been  slow 
to  adopt  the  system,  preferring  to  wait  until  others  had  tried 
and  proved  the  superiority  of  its  claims.  The  result  of  a  term's 
trial  has  been  such  as  to  win  for  it  general  favor  among  both 
teachers  and  scholars. 

A  quotation  from  the  Boston  School  Board's  report  briefly 
but  forcibly  presents  the  advantages  of  the  vertical  system : 

"The  special  gain  by  vertical  writing  is  that  the  health  of  the 
pupil  is  not  impaired,  while  legibility,  rapidity,  compactness 
and  ease  in  teaching  and  learning  are  the  general  advantages." 

During  the  next  year  it  is  recommended  that  the  committee 
make  changes  in  the  arithmetics  and  grammars. 

Unfortunately  the  enrollment  of  scholars  for  the  year 
showed  a  decrease  in  number  of  about  262  from  the  preceding 
year,  and  as  a  result  we  do  not  draw  as  much  money  from  the 
state  by  about  $600  as  during  the  previous  year,  which,  with 
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the  small  appropriation,  compels  us  to  overdraw  in  some 
departments. 

Your  superintendent,  in  looking  over  the  report  of  th^ 
state  superintendent  for  1897,  was  somewhat  surprised  to  find 
that  Sanford,  with  one  other  town  (Waterboro)  raised  much 
less  money  per  scholar  than  any  other  town  or  city  in  the 
county.  It  is  hoped  that  the  town  at  its  next  annual  meeting 
will  increase  its  appropriation,  so  the  next  school  board  may  be 
in  a  position  to  increase  the  schooling  to  36  weeks  at  least. 
The  following  table  is  taken  from  the  state  superintendent's 
report,  and  shows  the  amount  of  money  raised  in  each  town  in 
York  county  per  scholar :

During  the  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  make  quite  exten- 
sive repairs  both  in  the  district  and  village  school  buildings. 
By  a  special  appropriation  quite  extensive  and  thorough  repairs 
have  been  made  in  Dist.  No.  2.  It  is  believed  that  the  change 
has  been  a  very  great  improvement  from  a  sanitary  standpoint 
as  well  as  a  saving  to  the  town.  Thirty  tons  of  soft  coal  this 
year  has  done  the  work  of  forty- five  tons  of  hard  coal  last  year 
besides  making  a  large  saving  in  water. 

One  new  schoolhouse  has  been  built  in  Dist.  No.  8,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  selectmen.  The  building  is  well  design- 
ed and  constructed.  It  would  be  hard  to  duplicate  it  for  the 
amount  it  cost  the  town. 
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In  closing  my  brief  report  I  cannot  refrain  from  comment- 
ing on  the  very  disgraceful  performance  at  the  high  school  dur- 
ing the  present  week.  Soon  after  your  superintendent  was 
elected  last  March  he  made  some  investigation  relating  to  the 
financial  expenditures  on  the  schools.  As  a  result  he  deemed 
it  advisable  and  prudent  to  see  if  one  janitor  could  not  care  for 
the  school  building  in  Dist.  No.  2,  and  thus  save  to  the  town  an 
expenditure  of  over  $80  for  an  assistant.  As  a  result  trouble 
began  in  the  high  school  in  the  Spring  term  under  Mr.  Thomp- 
son. A  scholar  was  suspended  during  the  last  of  the  term  for 
insolence.  During  the  Fall  term  he  was  suspended  again  and 
during  the  vacation  got  up  a  petition  to  have  a  hearing  before 
the  school  board  to  see  about  removing  the  principal.  The 
leader  of  all  this  trouble  both  first  and  last  presented  his  farce, 
and  the  board  by  a  unanimous  vote  sustained  the  principal,  but 
the  deposed  assistant  janitor,  characteristic  of  himself,  must 
have  his  revenge.  I  do  not  desire  to  hold  responsible  all  who 
signed  the  petition,  as  many  have  expressed  to  me  in  person 
that  they  signed  under  misinformation. 

It  has  been  the  desire  of  the  board  during  the  past  year  to 
raise  the  standard  of  the  schools,  that  they  might  rank  on  a  par 
with  other  schools  in  the  state.  In  order  to  do  ihis  it  was 
deemed  necessary  to  dispense  with  quite  a  number  of  outside 
matters,  such  as  cadets,  etc.,  which  should  not  be  made  any 
part  of  a  high  school  course  with  the  limited  schooling  in  a  town 
of  our  size.  A  large  number  go  to  high  school  to  learn,  a  small 
number  do  not.  Such  do  not  belong  there  unless  the  town 
builds  a  reform  annex  for  that  element.  In  selecting  a  teacher 
your  board  looked  for  a  man  with  the  qualities  of  a  gentleman 
and  a  scholar,  not  a  pugilist.  Mr.  Small  has  by  his  manly  con- 
duct and  efforts  demonstrated  that  he  possesses  the  qualities 
required,  and  those  who  have  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  his 
school  will  agree  with  me  when  I  say  that  he  is  a  very  proficient 
instructor,  and  I  believe  the  studious,  industrious  and  manly 
element  in  the  school  concurs  with  me ;  in  fact  several  have  ex- 
pressed to  me  voluntarily,  that  they  have  learned  more  in  one 
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term  under  bis  tuition  than  in  any  two  or  three  terms  before. 
Such  have  had  no  trouble,  and  such  are  the  ones  who  will  be 
useful  ladies  and  gentlemen.  The  school  should  be  eliminated 
from  the  rowdy  element.  It  is  unjust  to  the  large  majority  who 
appreciate  the  advantages  of  schooling,  to  permit  the  minority, 
who  have  no  regard  for  law  or  order,  or  respect  for  them- 
selves or  their  families,  to  engage  the  time  and  attention  of  the 
teacher  in  disgraceful  combats  or  even  milder  forms  of  disci- 
pline. It  is  assumed  that  high  school  scholars  are  old  enough 
to  know  what  they  go  to  school  for  and  what  constitutes  a  lady 
or  a  gentleman,  and  as  soon  as  it  is  ascertained  that*  they  are 
not  in  the  school  for  any  benefit  to  themselves,  and  are-  a  detri- 
ment to  the  school,  they  should  be  put  to  work  where  they  be- 
long. 

It  is  hoped  our  school  will  not  be  judged  by  the  very  small 
minority  which  has  disgraced  the  school  as  well  as  the  town  by 
their  conduct,  not  only  in  the  school  but  on  the  streets  and  else- 
where. Such  conduct  will  cause  you  to  descend  rather  than 
ascend  the  ladder  of  success,
